Bids on veterans’ memorial build- 
ings at Fortuna and Arcata were open- 
ed recently by the County Board of 
Supervisors. 

Construction of a fifty-one room four 
story addition to the Hotel Covell at 
Modesto, to cost approximately $150,000 
including furnishings, is under way. 


Construction work on the new Tu- 
lare chamber of commerce office 
building is expected to start soon, fol- 
lowing the final acceptance of a loan 
to finance the structure. 

Nicasio’s first paved highway was 
assured as the Marin County board of 
supervisors’ meeting at San Rafael, 
ordered surveys for a 7.7 mile highway, 
which will link Nicasio with the new 
Sir Francis Drake highway at San 
Geronimo, 

Tourists traveling the scenic high- 
ways of California are to be in no fur- 
ther danger of being stopped and com- 
pelled to fight forest conflagrations as 
they have been tn the past. This an- 
nouncement was made by R. E. Roach, 
district Inspector of the forestry ser- 
vice, before a meeting of rural and 
city firemen at Sebastopol. 


Jay Bruce, California lion hunter, 
who has 375 lions to his credit since 
1919, nounced that his new hound, 
“Whoople,” less than a year old, prom- 
ises to develop into a champion. 
“Whoopie” has already participated in 
three lion ‘“‘kills.”” He is a cross of otter- 
hound and fox hound. 


A bath-house and beach refreshment 
stand at the foot of Lyndon street is 
under construction by FE. R. Ketcham 
of Los Angeles. The building, located 
midway between Redondo and Hermo- 
sa Beach bathing centers, will have a 
. public picnic park in connection, open- 
ing up a new amusement zone. 

Los Banos is soon to have a new 
$125,000 four-story hotel, E. J. Kump, 
Fresno architect, announced. Jack 
Triglia, newly elected Los Banos coun- 
cilman, and Frank Pedrone, are financ- 
ing the project. 

Preservation of scenic beauty in 
Marin county became a matter of civic 
action, when the County Board of Sup- 
ervisors ordered all billboards and let- 
tered signs removed from the confines 
of the county. The order followed swift- 
ly the request of a large delegation of 
women, headed by Mrs. Robert Men- 
ies, chairman of the committee ‘on high- 
ways, County Federation of Women. 


San Jose traffic officers can no 
longer double park their automobiles 
and motorcycles while they chat with 
friends, according to an order handed 
down by Chief of Police J. N. Black. 
Hereafter San Jose traffie officers 
seeing other traffic officers violating 
the law will hand the offenders traf- 
fic citations, Chief Black ordered. 
Arrangements are being de for a

The 
lift span, which will permit the pass- 
ing of the tallest masted vessels en- 
tering San Francisco Bay,’ will be 
electrically operated,’ although a gas- 
oline engine will..be installed as 
stand-by motive power for use in the 
event of electric power failure. The 
electric motors will raise the span in 
90 seconds. Automatic locking de- 
vices will be installed which will 
make operation of trains over the 
bridge. and operation of the lift span 
absolutely foolproof. The 606-foot 
deck span was successfully moved 
from between piers 11 and 12 to the 
piling where it will be cut down te 
a Httle over 300 feet to form the 
false work for erecting the lift span: 
Federal contribution of $50,000 to 
continue salt water barrier studies was 
lauded by Governor Young as indica- 
tive of the National Government’s in- 
terest in California water problems and 
its assistance to the State under the 
Hoover-Young water resources {nvesti- 
gation agreement.

An Early Stage in Subway Construction, New York City. 


(Prepared by the National Geographic 
Society, Washington, D. C.) 


HE cities of the world that pos- 
sess underground street rail- 


ways—11 in all—are about to 
have a recruit fn Stockholin. 
This capital and metropolis of Swe- 


den with its 465,000 inhabitants is ne- 
gotiating for the construction of a 
comprehensive subway system to cost 
Many millions of dollars. 


This decision of Stockholm to place 
Street railways under the earth's sur- 
face comes soon after the newest and 
one of the most ambitious of the 
world’s subway stations has been 
opened under Piccadilly Circus, the 
center of London's activity and the 
place of her greatest traflic conges 
tion. The two events recall the brief 
period during which the present ex 
tensive underground railway systems 
in great cities have developed. 

It seems strange that man, who de- 
serted his caves scores of thousands 
of years ago and who has been busy 
since subduing the earth's surface and 
even invading its air, should turn back 
and begin burrowing beneath ground 
It seems strangest of all that he 
should delve below the surface for 
rapid, mass travel, a thing that he 
probably never dreamed of in his most 
imaginative moments until perhaps a 
century ago. 

Underground rapid transit is the 
result of the tremendous growth of 
certain cities, It was only where pop 
ulation increased to such an extent 
that surface streets became choked 
with myriads of people seeking to 
move about that the idea of travel be- 
neath the surface could ever seem (e- 
sirable. And it was only after the in- 
vention of the railway that the idea 
became feasible. 

Just as the cross-country railway 
developed from the stagecoach, so the 
highly organized and heavily capital 
ized subway systems of today grew 
from the omnibus, the stagecoach of 
the city. In New York, a city stag 
line was started in 1830 to operate 
north on Broadway from Bowling 
Green; and within two years the 
world’s first street railway—its cars 
drawn by horses—was born in the 
same city. It was a line along Fourth 
avenue from near the present site of 
city hall to near the present location 
of Grand Central station. The idea 
spread in the United States but E 
rope was slow to follow. Paris es- 
tablished a horse-car line tn 1856; but 
it was not until 1861 that London had 
{ts first' “passenger tram.” 

In London and New York. 

Londoners did not take kindly to 
Street railways; they objected to the 
rails which interfered with other traf- 
fic. It was because of this feeling 
that railways in cities should be out 
of the way that the first steps were 
taken in London toward underground 
rapid transit. The earlest line, con- 
structed before 1870, was not all un- 
derground. Much of it was in open 
cut, and only part in tunnels. The 
trains were operated by steam en- 
gines, and the tunnels were so smoky 
and ill ventilated that the system was 
ot a success. 

In the meantime New York, faced 
with a growing congestion of street 
traffic, and a lengthening ¢elty, was ex- 
perimenting with a g@w solution, the 
elevated railroad. The first was built 
in 1868 und by 1787 there were four 
elevated structures on which steam 
trains were operated. Placing. fast 
moving city trains above the street 
level proved the best solution while 
steam was the only motive pewer, and 
the system was adopted in Chicago, 
Berlin and Liverpool. 

London, then the® world's greatest 
city.” continued to look underground 
for the solution of the rapid transit 
problem. After cable cars first came 
into use in San Franeisee tn 1873 and 
spread to other cities, the idea was 
conceived of operating cable cars tn 
tunnels fn London. In 1886 the ‘world’s 
first all-tunue! subway was started in 
London; by the ime it was completed 
In 1890 the electric tecomotive had 
| been perfected and the new under-

way. The first train rolled through 
the New York subway in 1004, and the 
work of extending the system has 
been under way almost continually 
since. Philadelphia first joined the 
cities having underground rapid tran- 
sit systems in 1908. Since then the 
roster has been added to only by 
Madrid, Buenos Aires, and Tokyo. The 
subways in Madrid and Buenos Aires 
are only a few miles fn length, but 
the Tokyo system is fairly extensive. 
Big Population Needed. 

The fact that heavy population ts 
essential to the success of subways 
is demonstrated by a glance at the 
roster of “subway cities.” Of the 
world’s 10 greatest cities, all but Chi- 
engo, Osaka and Moscow have sub- 
ways, and in the missing three the 
construction of underground railways 
is being given serious consideration. 
Of the smaller cities having subways, 
Budapest, Glasgow, Madrid and ‘Bos- 
ton, the two first named tave more 
than a million population; while the 
recorded population of Boston, apply- 
ing to a restricted area. does not in- 
dicate the magnitude of the crowds 
daily dependent on the city’s rapid 
transit facilities. The Madrid under- 
ground system is of limited extent. 

Of the sub-surface city railway sys- 
tems, those of New York and Lon- 
don, the two cities which vie for the 
title of world metropolis, far surpass 
all others in extent. Yet in plan and 
Operation these two great metropoll- 
tan systems are in some ways strik- 
ingly different. London was the pli- 
oneer and some of her early construc- 
tion was found later to lead to marked 
inconvenience and expense. Thus her 
earliest ‘tube’ funnels were cons- 
tructed at great depths, making it 
necessary to supply batteries of ele- 
vators and escalators at the stations, 
New York took up subway construc- 
tion late, but profited by the experl- 
ments of those earlier in the field. She 
adopted the Budapest plan of placing 
the tunnels tis close as possible to the 
surfuce so that elevators weuld be 
unnecessary, 

Another radical departure ?rom the 
older methods. adopted in New York, 
was characteristically American. This 
was the virtual building of two snb- 
ways in one, by the provision of four 
tracks, two devoted to express and 
two to local service. 

Good Devices by the English. 

In London the sub-surface railway 
system is known as “the Under- 
ground”—“subway” fs applied only to 
pipe tunnels, footpaths, under-street 
crossings. and the like. Some details 
making for the convenience and com- 
fort of passengers stand out in the 
operation of the Underground. Sta- 
tions are more ornamental and less 
starkly utilitarian than most of those 
in New York; and in some, as in the 
newest Piccadilly station, striking mu- 
ral paintings adorn the walls. The 
Piceadilly station is virtually an un- 
derground square, brilliantly lighted, 
surrounding which are well-appointed 
shops. 

The best feature of the Under- 
ground to a stranger in London, how- 
ever, 1s the remurkably sensible meth- 
od of keeping him informed of his 
whereabouts. It is not necessary to 
Peer out at stations seeking to make 
out dim numbers or names on posts 
and walls. Suspended from the cell- 
ing In the middle of each car is a 
large-scale map of the system with a 
tiny electric bulb at each = station. 
When the train approaches a station 
the bulb for that station flashes on. 
and remains lighted until the train 
starts again. 

New York has more than 800 miles 
of subway track and this will be ma. 
increased when the new in 
dependent subway system {s placed in 
commission. In both London and 
Paris the underground trackage is 
close to 200 miles. In Chicago the 
construction of a passenger subway 
has been discussed for many years 
but at present only surface and ele 
vated lines are in use. €hicago has 
a possible nucleus for a subway sys- 
tem in its almost unique freight tun- 
nel system. Under the st-eets of the 
business section of the city exists a 
gridiron of 50 miles of tunnel, six 
feet wide and seven and a half feet 
deep. On two-foot tracks In ‘these 


small tunnels a busy railway traffic 


is carried on every day while few Chi. 
cagoans are aware of its existence. 
By the system freight is delivered to 
the basements of stores, and thou- 
sands of tons of ashes and refuse are 
removed annually.

Leavenworth, Kan.—Coney Slaugh- 
ter, scion of a pioneer Texas family 
whose holdings once included a ter- 
ritory which could embrace Rhode Is- 
land, was discharged from the Fed- 
eral penitentiary, a penniless mun, 

Slaughter, one of the few bankers 
who served every day of a six-year 
tertin to which he was sentenced for 
embezzlement of $352,000) from the 
Pueblo . Mercantile National bank, 
wrecked the family of his father, one 
of the proudest in the Texas pan- 
handle. 

His father, W. B. Slauzhter, was 
one of the cattle kings of the South- 
west. He owned Lazy S ranch, with 
its thousands of acres of countless 
cattle. Coney Slaughter’s grand- 
father wus.the man who carried the 
message from General Sam Houston 
to the defenders of the Alamo at San 
Antonio to evacuate the fort. The 
order was ignored and the garrison 
wag Wiped out. 

Me younger Slaughter was 
indulged child of wealthy parents. 
His father said once he spent $700,- 
000 clearing up one of his son’s last 
escapades, when he was_ sentenced. 
It was reported his parents were re- 
duced to operating a second-class hotel 
in San Antonio. 

After Slaughter wrecked the Pu: 
eblo bank he was a fugitive for eight 
years, traveling from city to city. He 
‘followed the races and was reported 
to have won $43,000 at a New Orleans 
track shortly before he was arrested 


the 


at a sanitarium in Philadelphia. He 


was penniless when arrested, having 
lost most of his money in gambling 
dens, he told officers. 

At the penitentiaty he became a 
trusted inmate and was often per- 
mitted to go without the walls. On 
the night of January 31,1915, he es- 
ecaped. It developed later he had aut- 
side aid and that a, walting machine 
hurried him from the-prigon. 

While in prison Slaughter had told 
of $100,000 supposed to have been of 
the loot from the Pueblo bank, hid- 
den somewhere near Denver. Slaugh- 
ter was arrested in August, 1925, by 
Denver officers after a housekeeper 
had become suspicious of his actions. 

Although many searches have been 
made for.the $100,000 in Colorado, it 
has never been found, officials said.

Why Men Don’t Understand 
Women. 

NE newborn is a loaded stimulus 
for parents and community. The 
nature of the load it brings will vary 
with the sex of the child. The girl 
may be as welcome as the boy. But 
the fact of girl or of béy colors the 
environment for the developing child. 
Suppose there are twins, a boy and 


a girl, Each may seein to face the 
; Same situation day after day. But, 
as society is constituted, each faces 


a different situation, The sister makes 
certain appeals because she is a fe 
mule; the boy, because he is a male. 
Certain modes of behavior are ex- 
pected because “You are a boy”; quite 
different responses are expected be- 
cause “You are a girl.” As a conse- 
quence, before they have a verbalized 
behavior they have acquired the man- 
ual and emotional habits expected of 
boys and girls. The girl has no in- 
herent impulse to play with dolls and 
mud pies, or to wear curls, dresses, 
shoes, necklaces, earrings; nor has 
the boy for drums and other noise- 
making machinery, or for short hair 
and pants. ‘ 

The girl is molded to make “wom- 
anly” responses; the boy, to behave 
like a “little man.” Boys are condi- 
tloned te face one world; girls, to face 
another. The twa 6exes do not see 
alike because their eyes have not 
learned’ to look at the same things 
alike; for each sex, the glasses have 
,@ different color, focus, and ranges

The boy of six has a much wider 
field of exploration than his. sister, 
especially if sister-is “handy about 
the house.” By ten, his freedom is 
greater yet.

Because they must learn “nice 
ways,” girls have less opportunity to 
learn certain specific motor habits and 


in genéral less occasion to. de- 
velop their skeletal muscles. She 
cannot throw a ball when ,she 
is fourteen: she did not begin to 


throw stones at the age of three. Rules 
of habit forination and limits of dex- 
terity are not inherent in each sex. 
How many boys of twenty could run 
a hundred yards in ten seconds flat if 
they had worn dresses and such ac- 
cessories all their life? 

If {t is “unwomanly” for girls to 
throw stones and run races, it will he 
“unnatural” for them later to be ex- 
pected to compete with men on equal 
terms. : 

A boy brought up on “Don't be a 
sissy,” will have a behavior different 
from that of a sister for whom being 
a sissy is normal behavior. 

* s * 

Men and women are emotionally 
different; by training. Tears, pouts, 
whims, tantrums, grow up bisexnally. 

About sixteen years are required 
to train girls to certain “womanly” 
needs and desires. Thereafter it re- 
quires some one inan’s lifetime to sat- 
isfy these desires. If women degen- 
erate or go in for iuxury, they are 
only following their bent; their train- 
ing “fitted” them for such paths. 

Many men think such paths natural 
to women, and find themselves “ad. 
justed” when they hand a diamond 
dog-collar about the neck of a woman 
who finds her life adjustments in lux- 
uries from another's hands. She has 
given all she has for all she wants. 
That is adjustment. Life learns such 
behavior as readily as other forms.

The two sexes may “grow up to- 
gether,” but they travel divergent 
roads. By the time they mate they are 
likely -to find themselves far apart. 
Even words have different values; they 
may not understand each other’s lan- 
guage. But if their habits have not 
been abnormal, and if they retain the 
capacity to learn and the inherent love 
for knowing, a whole new world con- 
fronts them.

a woman.
